PARIS, May 8.—After 70 days of bat- 
tle the Germans are making a new at- 
tack before Verdun with apother for- 
midable army. Fighting almost equal in 
violence to that of the beginning of 


* March is in progress on both banks of 


the Meuse. 

Fighting of great violence continued 
last. night on Verdun front and furious 
@ierman attacks near Hill 304 were brok- 
en up by the French, the ‘War Office 
announced today. 

The losses of the Germans are de- 
scribed as extremely heavy. 

The French attacked east of Hill 304 
and drove the Germans from a com- 
munication trench which they penetrated 
yesterday. East of the Meuse there was 
a series of night engagements. The Ger- 
mans were driven from a trench south 
of Haudromont, which they occupied 
yesterday, and 30 men, including two of- 
ficers, were captured. 

German Losses Hesvy. 

The offensive movement yesterjiay cov- 
ered a front of two kilometers between 
Haudromont Wovud and Fort Douvaumont, 
costing the Germans important losses. 

The principal effort of the Germans 
is being directed against Dead Man 
B | ae the Napoleonic policy 
of attemsting to turn what cannot be 
carried by ffontal dttack, the Germans, 
with a whole army corps (about 40,000 


* men), made the assault by way of the 


ravine between Filill 304 and Dead Man 
Hill, seeking to crush in the French line 
along a front of one and one-half miles. 


The ground there is favorable for at- 
tack and the French commander, aware 
of the weakness of the position, placed 
one of his best-trained army corps at 
that place. This corps disposed of the 
initial attack without ceding any im- 
portant ground,, but the battle is still 
raging and, according to the latest ad- 
vices, the result will not be known till 
some time today. 

Bast of the Meuse the Germans de- 
livered four attacks on a front of 2000 
yards, each advance belng made by a 
different Prussian regiment. The fight- 
ing there is as‘fierce as on the other 
side of the river and as inconclusive. 

The northern slope of Hill 304 around 
which has raged the fiercest fighting in 
the Verdun region, has become a sort of 
neutral zone, according to an official 
statement. The Germans are installed 
at the foot of the hill, while the French 
maintain their grip on the summit. The 
trenches held by the French in the in- 
tervening territory were made unten- 
able by the artillery and suffocating gas 
used by the Germans, but their occupa- 
tion by the troops of the Crown Prince 
has been prevented by French artillery 
fire. 

New Verdan Commander. 

Gen. Robert George Nivelle has been 
appointed to direct the local operations 
at Verdun. He will succeed Gen. Petain, 
who has been promoted to commandant- 
in-chief of the group of central armies 
in the sector between Soissons and Ver- 
dun. ; 

Gen. Nivelle, whose promotion to the 
command at Verdun put him in charge 
at such a critical time, is a man of 60. 
He comes from Tulle in the Correze de- 
partment. Gen. Nivelle is one of the

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Secretary Ba- 
ker said today ne had received a report’ 
from Gen. Funston as to steps taken in 
the direction of pursuing over the bor- 
der the Mexican bandits who Friday 
night raided Glenn Springs and Boquil- 


las. He declinedsto reveal its contents. 

Secretary Baker said that the War De- 
partment considers the agreement under 
which the army began pursuit of Villa 
bandits still in operation and that under 
the terms, Gen. Funston will take any 
Steps necessary to pursue the band 
which raided the Big Bend country 
without further instructions. 

The War Secretazy said Gen. Funston’s 
original orders srijl stood, and gave him 
authority to cross the border whenever 
the need arose. No additional report of 
the raid had reached the department at 
the time. On the basis of consular dis- 
patches yesterday, however, Secretary 
Lansing has forwarded a report to the 
Mexican de facto Government, calling 
attention to the attack. No specific re- 
quest was made for disposition of Car- 
ranza troops to beiter protect the border, 
but State Depariment officials. said it 
Was assumed that prompt pursuit of tha 
raiders already had been ordered by 
Gen. Obregon, the Mexican War Minis- 
ter, or his subordinates. 

It is beliéved possible some method otf 
direct co-operation for the extermina- 
tion or capture of the Glenn Springs 
raiders might be arranged between Gens 
Scott and Obregon at El Paso. The 
conferees met yesieglay for the purpose 
of working out the final form of the 
agreement they have reached regarding 
the border situation, but news of the 
Glenn Springs incident and unconfirmed 
rumors of other taids caused delay. Gen. 
Scott reported to Secretary Baker that 
he expected the agreemient would be 
completed today.

WASHINGTON, May &—President 
Wilson’s letter giving his reasons for 
nominating Louis D. Brandeis for the 
Supreme Court and urging confirmation 
was read to the Sénate Judiciary Com- 


mittee today, by Chairman Culberson, 
but no vote was taken, as had been ex- 
pected, and no time was fixed for one. 

President Wilson characterized 
charges against his nominee as “‘intrin- 
sically incredible to anyone who really 
knows Mr. Brandeis’’ and declared they 
“proceeded for the most part from 
those who hated Brandeis because he 
had refused .to be serviceable to them 
in promotion of their own selfish inter- 
ests and from those whom they had 
prejudiced and - misled.” 

The President added that2‘‘the propa- 
ganda in this matter has been very ex- 
traordinary and very distressing to 
those who love fairness and value the 
dignity of the great profession.”’ 

The President wrote that he believed 
the reports of the subcommittee which 
investigated the Brandeis nomination 
bad already made it plain that the 
charges were unfounded. He said he 
had seriously considered appointing 
Brandeis to his Cabinet tree years 
ago, and at that time examined his 
j qualifications very thoroughly. He 
added that he had tested Brandeis by 
seeking his advice on perplexing pub- 
lic questions and had dealt with him 
in matters “where nice questions of 
honor and fair play, as well’ as. large 
questions of justice and the public bene- 
fit were involved."’ The President char- 
acterized Brandeis as a friend of all 
just men and a lover of the right. 

“IT knew from direct personal knowl- 
edge of the man what I was doing when 
I named him for the highest and most 
responsible tribunal of the nation,” 
wrote the President, “‘and he recalled 
that the late Chief Justice Fuller had 
spoken of Mr. Brandeis as the ablest 
man who ever appeared before that 
court.”’ 

The President declared that in nam- 
ing Brandeis he did not depend upon 
“endorsements,"" but nominated him be- 
cause it “was and tn my deliberate 
judgment. that of all the men now at 
the bar whom it has been my privi- 
lege to. observe, test and know, he is 
exceptionally’ qualified.”

Some of President's Advisers Said to Have Ad- 
vised Against Reply—Wilson Not Satisfied ' 
With the Apparent Conditions 
Attached by Germany. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—A 


The President worked on the propos-i 
communication early today following 
his conference with Secretary Lansing 
last night. It is understood officials 
are so far agreed on the policy to be 
pursued that it will not be necessary to 
wait for the Cabinet meeting tomorrow. 

While the German note has averted, 
for the present at least, a break in dip- 
lomatic relations, it was said today that 
the President was not satisfied with the 
apparent conditions attached by Ger- 
many. The United States stands by its 
demand that Germany cease her attacks 
on vessels in violation of international 
law, regardless of negotiations which 
may be ‘carried on with Great Britain 
over the food blockade. 

Some of his advisers wanted him to 
make no reply to the German note and 
only wait developments. 

Another Attack Would, Bring Break. 

It was authoritatively stated that 
should another ship carrying American 
citizens be sunk by a German subima- 
tine in violation of the principles of in- 
ternational law, diplomatic relations 
would be severed just as soon as the 
facts were established and without any 
further exchange of communications. 

President Wilsoh spent nearly all of 
Sunday indoors, giving careful study tr 
the text of the German communication 
and determining the exact meaning of 
the words employed. Secretary Lansing 
also had‘ exantined the note in detail at 
Annapolis, where he went to spend the 
week-end.

Gens. Scott and Funston regarded the 
military operations in the Big Bend 
regions of Texas caused by the incur- 
sion Friday night of a Mexican raiding 
party, as only indirectly related to the 
conferences begun for the purpose of 
obtaining greater co-operation *between 
the American troops in Mexico and 
those of the de facto Government. It 
was realized, however, that military de- 
velopments in the next day or two 
might cause further delay. 

Gen. Obregon has been assured that 
the American representatives had said 
the last word and, it was reported, was 
told that he could gain nothing more 
by further parley. 

Gen. Funston said today it would not 
“be proper” for him to disclose whether 
an expeditionary force was going into 
Coahuila in pursuit of the Mexican ban- 
dits who raided Glenn Springs and Bo- 
quillos. He said, however, he believed 
that troops had “not yet” crossed the 
border. 

Gen. Funston said that the forces 
which arrived at Marathon today totaled 
only about 800 men. Marathon, on the 
Southern Pacific Raflway, almost 100 
miles north of the international line, 
will be the base of operations, Gen. Fun- 
ston announced. From there a field 
telegraph line will be run to the ad- 
vanced base. 

Asked today if he intended sending 
troops into the Big Bend district addi- 
tional to those already on their way, 
Gen, Funston said: “I haven't any to 
send.”’ , 

With stray detachments’ available 
along the border, Col. Frederick W. Sib- 
ley, in command, would have fewer than 
500 men at his disposal. : 

“IT could very easily use 25,000 troops 
in Arizona alone,”’ said Gen. Fuston yes- 
terday, “and there|should be that many 
in that one State. The number that 
should be along the long southern border 
line of Texas should be much greater.” 

Some weeks ago the drain on the 27,- 
000 troops in the Southern Department 
had become so great that Gen. Funston 
appealed for more troops and failing 
that, for militia.

- fife of Countess Spared. 

Countess Georgina Markovicz, eng of 
the prominent figures in the Irish re- 
volt, was sentenced to death after her 
trial by courtmartial, but the sentence 
has been éommuted to penal servitude 
for life, it is officially announced. The 
death sentence upon Henry O’Hanrahan 
was also commuted to a life term. 
Death sentences imposed upon George 
Plunkett and John Plunkett, brothers of 
Joseph Plunkett, who was executed last 
week, have been commuted to 10 years’ 
penal servitude. 

Count Plunkett (George Noble Plun- 
kett), father of Joseph, George and 
John Plunkett, and his wife have been 
arrested. Count Plunkett’s title is a 
papal one. He has been for several 
years director of the National Museum 
of Science and Art in Dublin. His wife 
is a woman of independent means. Both 
have been prominent in philanthropic 
work, art and literature. 

Count Plunkett is a man of high 
mental attainments and is a member of 
many scientific and historical associa- 
tions. He is well known as a lecturer 
on Irish archeology, painters, sculptors, 
architects and writers and has written 
extensively. He is vice president of 
the American-Irish Historical Society of 
New York and of the International Art 
Congress, president of the Society for 
th> Preservation of the Irish Language 
and representative of the Royal Irish 
Avademy on the Nobel Prize Commit- 
teo for Literature. 

Burials Without Coffins. 

No official figures have been issued un 
the death of civilians in the recent re- 
volt, but 160 already have been account- 
ed for. Fifty were buried in Glasnevin 
Cemetery Saturday and 31 others in 
Mount Jerome Cemetery. Certificates of 
death from gunshot wounds in 150 cases 
have been issued. Owing to the short- 
age of labor, the bodies in many i- 
stances were interred without coffins. 

The question cf compensation for 
losses suffered by traders in the re- 
volt is causing much concern. Under 
the British law the Government is not 
liable for such in Ireland or Scotland, 
but a strong feeling prevails that it 
ought to make an exception in this case 
and formulate a scheme of compensa- 


tion. 


“Murder, Murder,” Shouts Nationalist 
in Talk on Irish Executions. 
LONDON, May 8—The Irish question 
was again raised in the House of Com-, 
mons today by Laurence Ginnell, Na- 
tionalist, who attacked the Government 
last week on account of the putting to 
death of leaders of the Dublin upris- 
ing. In response to a question from 
Ginnell, Premier Asquith said he could 
not give an undertaking that no more 
would be put to death before oppor- 
tunity was given for a discussion of the 

mtater in the House of Commons. 

On receiving this reply, Ginnell shout- 
ed: “Murder, murder!”’ 

John Redmond, the Irish leader, put a 
question to Mr. Asquith in which he 
suggested that the continuance of mil- 
itary executions in Ireland was causing 
rapidly increasing bitterness and exas- 
peration among a section of the popula- 
tion which had no sympathy with the 
insurrection. He asked whether, fo!- 
lowing the precedent set by Gen. Botha 
i: South Africa, the Premier would 
cause a stop to be put-to executions. 

Mr. Asquith replied that from the 
very first Mr. Redmond had been urg- 
ing upon the Government arguments 
which had not fallen on unwilling ears 
in favor of clemency for the rank and 
file. Mr. Asquith had to say that Gen. 
Maxwell had been in direct personal 
communication with the Cabinet on the 
subject. 


EARLY RAILROAD BUILDER DIES 


Richard Gentry, Versatile in 
pations, Passes Away in 
Kansas City. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 8—Richard 
Gentry, a well-known Missouri business 
.and professional man, former banker, 
railroad manager, stockman, manufac- 
turer and miner, died at his home here 
today. - Gentry was 69 years old and 
had been an invalid for five years. <A3 
one of the tncorporators in 1889 of the 
Pittsburg & Gulf, now the Kansas City 
thern Railroad, Gentry acted as gen. 
manager, chief engineer and vice 
president. He built the first 900 miles of 
the road from Kansas City South. He 
also was with the Chicago 
& Alton, the Wabash and the Iron Moun- 
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mittee which called at the White House 
to tell of its apprehension that additions 
to the army and navy might lead to 
militarism. 

At length the President outlined his 
idea of proper preparedness, which he 
said could be accomplished without mili- 
tarism. 

Explains His Idea. 

What constitutes reasonable prepared- 
ness, the President said, is a matter of 
judgment and a subject properly open 
to debate and discussion. The President 
drew a distinction between universal 
military education and compulsory mil- 
itary service and training. He opposed 
the latter, but explained that he be- 
lieved it absolutely necessary for the. 
United States’ to be properly prepared in 
order to preserve its ideals. 

Miss Lilian D. Wald of New York, 
who presented the committee, gave him 
a memorial touching on the prepared- 
ness question. Dr. A. A. Berle told the 
President of a trip taken by opponents 
of militarism through the country, say- 
ing that they got a fair hearing and ap- 
parently made a deep impression. Amos 
Pinchot, speaking on the perils of mil- 
itarism, declared that some bills have 
been passed by State Legislatures, pro- 
viding for compulsory military ._educa- 
tion which he feared would have a bad 
effect ultimately, 

Wants More Internalism. 

Max Eastman, speaking on behalf of 
James H. Maurer, president of the Penn- 
sylvania State Federation of Labar, told 
the President that there should be more 
internalism in the handling of interna- 
tional affairs. 

John ... MéSparren told the President 
the farmers of Pennsylvania were 
against militarism. Rabbi Stephen 38. 
Wise describing conditions in the Mid- 
dle west said that the people there were 
afraid of militarism and he complained 
that army and navy officers had no 
right to take part in the greater army 
and navy propaganda, because the ques- 
tion was a political one and should be 
settled by civil authorities. 

Members of the committee said after- 
ward they were not so certain as the 
President that increases in the army 
and navy might not lead to militarism. 

A memorial left with the President by 
the committee stated that the organiza- 
tion does not stand against “‘sane and 
reasonable preparedness” nor peace at 
any price, but believes that the big army 
and navy programs with their accom- 
panying propaganda are “a menace to 
Democracy.”

Six-Day Start for Bandits. 

It is about a three days’ march from 
either Marathon or Alpine to the Rio 
Grande, and the bandits already have 
a three days’ start. : 

Nothing has been heard of Private 
Roscoe Tyree, who was last seen as 
he ran from the adobe house where he 
and his eight companions for three hcurs 
fought the Mexicans, an‘ then fie] be- 
cause the roof of the house was set 
aflame by fire balls. 

Private Croskem, whd was in the 
fight, thinks that Tyree was wounded 
and wandered off in the hills and died. 
Others believe ke was captured and 
carried off by the bandits and probably 
killed later. 

Unconfirmed reports say that J. Dee- 
mer, the storekeeper at Boquillas, has 
been found on the Mexican side with 
his throat cut. His clerk, named Comp- 
ion, is known to have been a captive 
of the bandits. He is thought to have 
suffered the fate of Deemer. 

There were a few Americans at Glenn 
Springs and Boquillas at the time of the 
raid, but the bandits apparently made 
no effort to find them. They escaped 
into the hills when @he shooting started. 

Several women are known to be liv- 
ing on the scattered ranches in the Big 
Bend country, but there is nothing to 
indicate that they have been molested. 
The Mexican employes of the Ellis wax 
factory in Glenn Springs were not mo- 


lested. 
Th- bodies of the three soldiers killed 


in. the Glenn Springs ralid—Willlam Co- 
hen and Stephen J. Coloe of New York 
City, and Hudson Rogers of Danville, 
Ky.—will be sent to their homes today. 
The body of the boy killed, a son of 
the Compton captured at Boquillas, 
has been taken to Marathon. 

Mrs. W. K. Ellis and her husband, 
whose wax factory was destroyed by 
the Mexicans, escaped narrowly. Mrs. 
Ellis was the only woman in Glenn 
Springs when the bandits swooped down 
upon the settlement. She and her hus- 
band fled to the hills, where they wan- 
dered around until morning. 

How Glenn Springs Attack Began. 

According to the story brought here 
the Mexican bandits first attacked 
a store and one or two houses in 
Bouquillas, where they made J. Deemer 
and Compton prisoners and then sped 15 
miles northward to make their attack 
on Glenn Springs, which is fringed by 
rugged hills. At Glenn Springs they 
wrecked a wax factory belonging to 
William Ellis and residence, besides one 
or two other small buildings. 

At 5:30 Friday evening the main 
body of mounted Mexican bandits ford- 
e* the Rio Grande at Boquillas and 
swept into the little Siam, shouting 
‘‘Death to the Gringoes.” . 

The bandits surrounded the mercantile 
store of Deemer, and after looting the 
place set it on fire. Deemer and Comp- 
ton, his clerk, were seized and bound. 
The bandits packed their loot on their 
horses and after setting one or two 
small frame houses ablaze galloped 
away northward. 

Fifteen miles over the mountainous 
country+the body of bandits made their 
way, heading towards Marathon, and in 
their nigtt ride they came upon Glenn 
Springs, where the detachment of nine 
men of Troop A, Fourteenth Cavalry, 
was stationed. 

The Mexicans appeared suddenly on 
the top of a hill beneath which Glenn 
Springs nestled. The figures of the 
bandits were silhouetted against the 
skyline. Nothing was Known of their 
numbers. 

Outpost Gives the Alarm. 

Private Birck on outpost duty, emptied 
his revolver to arouse the camp and 
then dashed back to the tent. Sergt. 
Smyth and Private Croskem jumped to 
the fly of the tent. Observing numbers 
of Mexicans at hand, they ran to an 
adobe hut, where six other cavalrymen 
were preparing to make their defense. 

The door of tie hut, which had eniy 
one window, was barred and Sergt. 
Smyth, seeing that his men were out- 
'mumbered ten to one, gave orders to 
shoot carefully and not waste ammuni- 
tion.

DESPERATE FIGHT 
ON RAIDERS MADE 
BY U. S. TROOPERS

EL PASO, Tex., May 8.—Six dead and 
six wounded is the casualty list of the 
lotest raid of Mexican bandits in Amer- 
ican territory. Three of the dead and 
all the wounded are Ainerican cavairy- 
men. . 

Starting at Glenn Springs, nine miles 
north of the Rio Grande end aabout 40 
miles southeast of El Paso, in the Big 
Bend country, the raiders split into 
two bands, one ra‘ding Deemers and 
Bequillas on the American side auc then 
crossing the river to Boquillas del Car- 
ren, in Mexico, where they looted the 
Gouquillas mine, owned by the Inter- 
nutional Mining Co., an American con- 
cern. 

The other band, after fight with 
Americans, retreated into Mexico by the 
ford at San Vincent, east of Terlingua. 
Reports came to Gen, Funstoa inet night 
that the Carranza soldiers at Boqvilla 
del Carmen disarmed the Americans 
6 days' ago and then abandoned the 
place. Thére were not more than a doz- 
en Government soldiers at the place 
at any time and the only officers they 
had were tke Mexican custome inepector 
ard his ssusistant. 

Nine Troopers Alone in District. 

Nine troopers of the Fourteenth 
United States Cavalry were all the sol- 
diers in this immediate part of the 
country. They were stationed at Glenn 
Springs, in charge of Serg. Smyt', 
Three hundred mounted Mexicans came 
on them suddenly at 11:30 o’clock Fri- 
day night. At 1 o’clock Saturday morn- 
tng three of them were dead and two 
wounded. . ' 
Without a thought of surrender Smyth 
carried g~he dead and wounded out a 
rear door, put them into a motor truck, 
and started them north over the wagon 
road to Marathon, 8% miles away. When 
he returned to the shack, crawling 
along the ground, the three men he had 
left to keep up the fight had been 
wounded, but were still pumping away 
at the Mexicans with their rifles. 

A moment later Smyth was wounded. 
At 2 o'clock the Mexicans fired the 
shack and Smyth and his three troop- 
ers were smoked out. They reached 
the shelter of some rocks, under cover 
of the darkness, and from there fought 
for half an hour, when the Mexicans 
retired.

AUSTRIA SAYS THAT SUBMARINE 
WARNED THE BARK IMPERATOR 


Fired Through Rigging of Russian 
Vessel After Two Shots Had 
Been Ignored. 

WASHINGTON, May 8&—The Aus- 
trian Government, through American 
Ambassador Penfield at Vienna, has 
furnished the United States with its 
version of the attack by one of its sub- 
marines upon the Russian bark Im- 
perator, from which two Americans, 
one of them wounded, were rescued. 

The Imperator, bound from Gulfport, 
Miss., to Marseilles, France, encoun- 
tered the submarine April 11 off the 
Culumbrede Islands. Dispatches to the 
State Department said no warning was 
given the vessel and that three shots 
were fired, one taking effect. The ves- 
sel Was reported to have been set afire 
b- the submarine. 

The Austrian version of the attack is 
that the submarine fired two warning 
shots at the Imperator, which failed to 
hea.e to. A third shot, it is declared, 
went through the rigging. Then the 
members of the bark’s crew put away 
in a boat and approached the subma- 
rine. A wounded man in the boat was 
taken aboard the submarine and given 
medical treatment. Later, the Austrian 
account says, the submarine took the 
boat In tow and abandoned it only 
when near a steamer.

Hit Her on the Head.

me. I ran into the parlor. He followed 
me and was advancing on me. There 
was a revolver on the floor under the 
bed.

My nephew and his wife saw me do it, 
but they seemed to frightened to inter- 
fere.

PHILIPPINE COMMISSIONER HAS 
NO HOPE FOR FREEDOM SOON 


Tells President He Trusts House Will 
Pass Independence Bill Without 
Fixing Date. 
WASHINGTON, May 8.—Manuel Que- 
zon, a Philippine Commissioner, who has 
been urging Philippine independence, 
told President Wilson today that he 
and his followers had abardoned the 
idea of freedom in the near tuture, and 
heped Congress wold pass <he House 
bill giving «a ‘greater share of self- 
ecvernment to the islunds, but setting 

ne date for in.lependence. 

Quezon urged the Presiden: to support 
the House bill an& not insist upon the 
Clarke amendmert, approved by the 
Senate, which would give independence 
by 1920. T. R. Yangco, president of the 
Philippine Chamber of Commerce, saw 
the President with Quezon. The whole 
question was discussed at length and the 
President promised to consult with Sen- 
ate and House le:ders. 

Senator Clarke joined with Senator 
Hitchcock today in asking the Senate 
to accept the House amendment to the 
bill, which makes no references to a 
time for withdrawal of the United 


States from the island.

NEW SHIPPING BILL SOON 
TO BE ACTED ON BY CONGRESS 


Its Supporters Expect It Will Get 
Backing of Democrats and Per- 
haps Some Republicans. 
WASHINGTON, May 8.—With the in- 
troduction in the House today by Chair- 
man Alexander. of the Merchant Marine 
Committee of the revised administration 
shipping bill, Democratic leaders were 
prepared to expedite consideration of 
the measure after the pending rural 

credits bill is out of the way. 

The leaders are confident that the new 
bill will have the solid support of the 
Democrats and possibly some of the 
opposition. It is a combination of va- 
r‘'ous shipping bills, and was re-drafted 
by Alexander tn conference with admin- 
istration officials. 

Majority Leader Kitchin, in announc- 
ing his entire satisfaction with the bill 
as a result of the new feature limiting 
Government operations of vessels. to 
five years after the war closes, said 
that he would work for it and predicted 
its passage. 

The new bill retains provisions pro- 
hibiting rebating, use of “fighting 
ships,’’ unfair combinations, and pro- 
vides for a $30,000,000 bond issue for the 
purchase of ships. The membership 
of the Shipping Board is increased to 
reven, to include the Secretaries of 
Commerce and the Navy.

MARSEILLES, May 8.—The canal un- 
der the mountain between Marseilles 
and the River Rhone, constituting one 
of the most notable engineering achieve- 
ments of modern times, was officially 
opened yesterday in the presence of a 
distinguished gathering of members of 
the Cabinet and other officials. 

Hitherto, Marseilles, although a great 
port of entry for the Mediterranean, 


has been walled in from Central France] 


by a mountainous ridge. The new cana! 
pierces this barrier, the waterway run- 
ning for five miles in a tunnel under a 
mountain. It thus links Marseilles with

Barges and vessels up to 600 tons 
can navigate the tunnel, the cost of 
which has been about $20,000,000.

Jacob Bien, night watchman for the 
Herkert & Meisel Trunk Co., at 122 
Chestnut street, issued an ul um 
today. He was at the Post-Dispatch 
office early to deliver his diplomatic 
communication in person and to ask 
that {it be given the widest publicity. 

The substance of Jacob Bien’s nota 
is that in future the saloon across the: 
street from the trunk factory may be 
robbed, the store next door may bs 
burned, the bakery down the street may 
be dynamited, but whatever happens Ja- 
cob Bien isn't going to tell the police, or 
bother himself to protect any property 
oxcept that of the trunk company which 
pays him his salary. 

The Diplomatic Tangle. 

As condensed from the official version 
here is the diplomatic tangle in which 
Bien finds himself. 

One Sunday night about three weeks 
ago Bien looked from the window of the 
trunk factory. - His range of vision cov- 
ered the front and side entrances of 
Angelo Gaia’s grocery and saloon at 
1901 Chestnut street. He saw two men 
so to the front door of the grocery. 
After looking up and down the street 
they entered. About the same time an- 
other man and two women arrived and 
stood near the front door. 

The instinct of a night watchman con- 
vinced Bien that the men who had en- 
tered were burglars and those outside 
were “‘lookouts.” This impression seem- 
ingly was confirmed a few minutes later 
when he saw the two men come out the 
side door, each carrying a Paper-wrapped 
bundle. 

Bien went to the trunk factory tele- 
phone and called yp police headquarters. 
“There are burglars at Gaia's store,” he 
said. A wagonload of policemen respond- 
ed. They hammered on the front door 
of the store. Lights flashed up inside 
and several men came $6ut. 

Then came the dilemma. 

Saloon Man Complains. 

“The next day they had Gaia cited for 
selling drinks on Sunday," explained 
Bien. ‘The police said those men I saw 
with the bundles were customers, not 
burglars. Then Gaia came over to the 
trunk factory- and complained azainst 
me. He said I had meddied. Thig put 
me in danger of losing my job, when [ 
had only done what I thought was my 
duty. I wasn’t ‘snitching.’ = 

“I thought burglars were breaking in 
and I told the police about it. But |! 
want you to put it in the paper that 
I'll never do it again. Nobody except 
the trunk company needs to look to me 
for protection after this.’’ : 

The record shows that Gaia was cited 
on a charge of selling drinks to Louis 
Clark of Edwardsville, Ill, on Sunday, 
April 27. Excise Commissioner Rumsey 
suspended his license for four days.

The 
warfare between the church and the 
saloon must continue, he said, until one 
of the two shall perigh. + 

Nevertheless, he argued,‘ while the 
suloon continues to exist by authority 
cf law, it is the part. of wisdom for 
the saloon to obey the law. Therefore, 
re said, the ministers, in working for 


lnw enforcement, are serving the best. 


interest of the bartenders themselves. 

He said that he and other investi- 
getors, in collecting evidence, had 
scught not so much to attack individual 
liquor dealers as to bring about general 
law enforcement. For that reason, he 
said, they had not at first given ail 
the evidence in their possession to the 
authorities. But last week, he said, the 
Liquor Dealers’ Benevolent Association 
issued circulars attacking him and his 
associates, and they then decided to 
turn over the matter to the police and 
the Excise Commissioner.

BEST ATHLETIC 
FEAT OFTHE YEA 


Missouri Man’s Time of 14 4-5 
Seconds in High Hurdles 
Should Endure. 


MEREDITH HAS BIG DAY 


By Winning Three Firsts He 
Defeated Dartmouth for 
Pennsy Team.

NEW YORK, May 8.—This season is 
to see some remarkable record break- 
ing in college athletic fields. The most 
interesting event of the year to date 
was the wonderful 120-yard hurdle 
race run by Robert Simpson of Mis- 
sourl University on Saturday. This 
was in the meet between Missouri 
and Iowa State colleges, and Simp- 
son was clocked in 14 4-5 seconds. 
Years ago, when the great Walter 
Henry ran the 120-yard hurdles in 
15% seconds it was said that the 
mark would remain for hurdlers to 
shoot at for generations, Yet within 
a year or so, Chase broke Henry's 
record, running in 15 3-5 seconds. 
This was tied by Ernest Dyer in 
the intercollegiates, ‘and Chase 
clipped off another fifth of a. second. 
Kraenzlein chippedg off another fifth. 
After his time aiong came (Garrels 
and two ‘or three other record men, 
and Forest Smithson put the record 
down to 15 seconds fiat, Kelly and 
two other hurdlers equaled that rec- 
ord. Simpson equaled it. Running the 
120 yards hurdles in 15 seconds flat 
woulq have been called an impossi- 
bility a few years ago, and it seemed 
that the mark would stand for some 
time. 


Better Record to Come. 


Simpson’s performance only helps to 
prove what I have claimed in this col- 
umn for-several years: That no athletic 
record can last. No.matter how fast a 


runner or how powerful a _ weight 
thrower, in course of time a faster or @ 
bigger and stronger or more skillful man 
will appear. Today every school in the 
United States is turning out boy ath- 
letes. In these thousands and thou- 
sands of eager competitors for athletic 
honors we are going to have men who 
will break every athletic record car- 
ried on our rec rd books. 

Il remember one day while training 
with John Flanagan at Travers Island, 
when John was the first hammer- 
throwing champion. ! ; 

“John,” I said, “some day a much 
bigger man will come along and beat 
us both and put the record up where 
we'll’ never reach it.’

Postoffice Departmnet Declares 
of W. U. Professor’s 16 Ac- 
cusations 11 Are False. 


“CRITICISM IS VULGAR” 


st. Louisan Said to Have Ac- 
cused Government of Not 
Treating Railroads Fairly. 


Otto Praeger, second assistant Post- 
master-General, has written a letter to 


Dr. Frederic A. Hall, acting chancellor | 


of Washington University, complaining 
of statements made in an artfcle on 
railway mail pay, recently published 
under the name of Prof. Roland G. Ush- 
er of the university faculty. 

The article, Praeger says in his let- 
ter, was syndicated by the National Ed- 
itorial Association, a campany which 
sells signed articles to newspapers, 
and it was printed in number of pa- 
pers. He says the artftle attacked the 
Postoffice Department's policy, in’ its 
dealings with the railroads, and adds 
that it was of aie « character that I 
feel no wrt fw the country would 
countenance publication of the name of 
one of its educafors as the author.”’ 


a, Calls It Cheap Criticism. 
To criticise any pOlicy of the Govern- 


ment,’’ Praeger writes, ‘is, of course, 
within Prof. Usher’s right. However, in 
this case the criticism is cheap and vul- 
gar, and is entirely based on misstate- 
ments of basic facts which, coming from 
a professor of history, are positively 
amazing. Upon awtissue. of falsehoods, 
he predicates charges that the depart- 
ment is guilty of ‘crooked work’ and 
of practicing ‘shifts and dishonest de- 
vices’ to avoid paying the railroads fair- 
ly. It is clear that the author of the 
article made no effort whatever to as- 
certain the elemental facts of law and 
practice applied in fixing the compensa- 
tion allowed to the railroads for carry- 
ing the mails, and hence lacks a sense 


! of moral responsibility. 


“‘The article by :iir. Usher is composed 
of 16 sentences, 11 of which are abso- 
lutely false. Some of them are so false 
that they cannot be ascribed to igno- 
france, in a man of Mr. Usher’s position, 
but on the contrary bear every earmark 
of malice. 

“The article opens with the astound- 
ing false statement that the Govern- 
ment’s mail contract with the railroads 
is ‘one of the worst scandals in the ad- 
ministrative history of the world’ and 
‘presents literally no redeeming feature.’ 
This statement is sufficiently refuted 
by the citation of the fact that the con- 
tractual arrangements between the rail- 
roads and the Government are made un- 
der the provisions of the law. These ar- 
rangements have been considered by the 
courts in many cases, and no scandal 
has been revealed.” 


Replies to Accusations. 
Praeger then proceeds to cite, and to 


deny, 10 other sttaements in the Usher 
article. The charge that the authority 
of the Federal Government has been 
used “to compel the railroads to carry 
the mails practically for nothing,’’ is 
refuted, he says, by a comparison of 
mail payment rates with expzress rates, 
and by the efforts of competing rail- 
roads .to get mail contracts. 

He denies that, as stated by Usher, 
the Government is planning to continue 
the past system, hoping for the con- 
nivance ofthe public “in the unpar- 
alleled robbery.’’ The fact is, he says. 
that the Postoffice Department is trying 
to get Congress to enact a new system 
with pay for service performed, while 
the roads are using their influence to 
continue the old system, based on aver- 
age weights. 

Other charges quoted from Usher's 
article and denied by Praeger are that 
the weighing is not honestly done; that 
the day with the least volume of mail 
is used as a basis, and that tons of 
second-class mail were withheld on such 
a day; that the day before the inau- 
guration of the parcel post was used as 
a basis for a four-year contract: that 
the payments did not cover the cost of 
transporting the mails: and that the 
department is trying to cover up and 
reduce its large deficit at the expense 
of the roads.

not agree as to the manner of overcoming ‘the 
evil. Why should they put the company to the 
expense of getting rubber-tired vehicles when 
the iron shoes of the horse would still make al- 
most as much noise’ 

And then there is still the noise of the delivery 
man to contend with. Each delivery man has from 
176 to 300 families to serve with milk before they 
have their breakfast. The law says he shall drive 
@nly on the right side of the street, consequently 
he often has a 60-foot street to cross; then, per- 
heaps, he has to go to the rear of the house and 
gc up a flight of perhaps 20 steps.

THE ANSWER TO OBREGON. 

The Mexican raid on Glen Springs is the an- 
swer to Mexican demands for the withdrawal of 
the expeditionary American. forces in Mexico. 
It ought to be the signal for vigorous co-opera- 
tion of Carranza forces with our troops to de- 
stroy or disperse all lawless forces and restore 
complete order on the entire American border. 

The raid should be a signal for Washington 
to organize sufficient forces to do the work of 
border policing thoroughly and to protect the 
troops now in Mexico and the border population 
in any event that may arise on account of Mex- 
ican lawlessness and violence or our police 
work. 

This fresh raid is an indication of the nature 
of the task we have undertaken. It is a warn- 
ing to the de facto Mexican Government of the 
work it must help to do and must eventually 
accomplish if friendly relations are to be main- 
tained—if intervention is to be avoided. 

The pledge of co-operation made by the. chiefs 
of the de facto Government must be put into 
immediate effect. If Carranza’s forces will not 
or cannot stop the slaughter of Americans and 
will not give effectual aid to American troops 
in the task we must do it ourselves. We must 
be prepared to do it efficiently—to compel peace 
and order at avery point on the border and to 
take care of all obstacles that may arise in the 
doing of the work. ;

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MAJ. McBRIDE, ‘‘DOUBLE TRAITOR.’’ 

Maj. John McBride, prisoner of State under a 
charge of treason in Holloway Jail, was an at- 
traction not to be disparaged in London during 
the summer of Edward VII’s coronation. Treason, 
you know, seemed so very archaic an offense to 
colonial and up country visitors, and a sentence 
of death, though the conventional accompaniment 
of treason, added thrills. 

Besides, glimpses caught of the Major, the only 
high-treason prisoner of more than a generation, 
indicated that he might be a rather interesting 
fellow. He had fought with the Boers, presumed 
on immunity by afterward visiting England and 
had been seized for having opposed the King 
with arms, though born in Ireland. 

He was pardoned after a while, but essayed 
treason again in Dublin the other day, and this 
time was shot. Up to date, leaders who merely 
fought in Dublin, no matter how actively, have 
been spared execution, while those who not only 
fought but signed the manifesto proclaiming the 
republic have been systematically put to death. 

From which it might be deduced that proclaim- 
ing a republic is regarded as an especially seri- 
owg offense in England, more serious, in fact, 
than rebelling, unless, as in McBride’s case, one 
has been foolish ehough to incur the equivalent 
guilt of rebelling twice.

PERISCOPE FOR CAR CONDUCTORS. 

The letter from Mrs. F. Moore, in Thursday’s 
Post-Dispatch, should suggest to the street rail- 
Way managers that invention is called for, to 
prevent accidents due to the fact that, on some 
lines, the conductor cannot see through the crowd 
that is getting on a car, and too oftén starts to 
close the door while someone is in the act of get- 
ting on. Mrs. Moore says she found herself stand- 


Ting on the steps, with her baby, while the door 


was being closed. Fortunately, the conductor saw 
her in time and quickly threw the doors open. 
Otherwise a lamentable accident might have oc- 
curred. 

A passenger in such a position, especially a 

‘woman, is handicapped by the fact that the clos- 
ing of the doors prevents one from holding on to 
the hand rail, the rail being well out of reach 
in such a case. The door itself forces the passen- 
ger’s hand off the rail. 
Some means must be discovered for enabling 
the conductor to satisfy himself, without any 
doubt, whether or not anyone is in the act of get- 
ting on the car, before he closes the doors. Per- 
haps a periscope of a special form might be in- 
vented for the purpose. A _ series of mirrors, 
placed at the proper angles and locations, would 
enable the conductor to see beyond the crowd en- 
tering the car. 
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‘‘AMERICA FIRST.’’ 
Judge Dyer gave impressive solemnity to the 
administering in his court of the oath of alle- 
giance to 188 aliens Friday morning. Thé ma- 
jority of the applicants to be sworn were Ger- 
mans and Austrians, and the Judge pertinently 
remarked, among other things: 

We want citizens in this country to owe 
their allegiance tq this country only; we 
want no man to ask for privileges and rights 
conferred by his admission to citizenship un- 
less he is prepared to give his whole allegi- 
ce to this country. 

A great many citizens—though few compara- 
tively—have in the past been admitted to this 
country *under false pretenses, false tokens and 
They have proved fair weather 
friends and betrayed their disloyalty at the first 
breath of trouble. And the country is virtually, 
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without recourse to deal with them. In the mat- 
ter of admissions to citizenship, an ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure. 

Too much emphasis cannot be laid on the 
proposition “America First’—and it should be 
amended to read, “America First, Last, and All 
the Time.”

t GERMAN ACTION WILL DECIDE. 

President Wilson could not do less, despite the 
unsatisfactory tone and contents of the German 
note, than accept the German compliance with 
the essential point of his demand for the aban- 
donment of illegal methods of submarine war- 
fare. 

On the other hand, he cannot do less than re- 
pudiate any suggestion of a bargain on our part 
to serve as Germany’s agent in dealing with 
Great Britain, in return for Germany’s observ- 
ance of our rights and of international law. The 
German case stands by itself apart from any 
other case. That issue was properly and final- 
ly settled in the beginning of the controversy. 

Accepting Germany’s fresh instructions, witb- 
out regard to any conditions, as compliance with 
our rightful demands the outcome depends up- 
on German action. If the new conditions of war- 
fare are observed there will be no further trou- 
ble. If they are violated, continued diplomatic re- 
lations will be impossible. Germany must un- 
‘derstand that. 
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- BUROPE’S BLINDED SOLDIERS. 

Yesterday, the anniversary of the Lusitania 
disaster, was a reminder of the terrible amount 
of suffering that the war is causing—how it is 
maiming and blinding thousands of the most use- 
ful men of the belligerent nations. And appeals 
continue to come in, especially in behalf of the 
thousands of sightless soldiers of the British, 
French and Belgian armies, for whom a special 
Blind War Relief Fund has been started, with 
headquarters in New York. 

Other appeals for these blinded soldiers have 
been met with the plea that our first duty is 
toward Misgouri’s blind. That is true. But in 
all such cases we cannot forget the scriptural] in- 
junction: “These things ought ye to have done, 
and not to have left the other undone:” Mis- 
souri is rich’ enough to take care of her blind 
and also do something for the sightless of the 
greatest of all wars. 

It is sufficient to appeal for all these unfor- 
tunates in the name of common humanity. But, 
the fund that is being raised in America for Eu- 
rope’s sightless soldiers will be used to teach 
them trades and make them producers. This 
means that we may reap some slight reward in 
trade from their products. Purely from a ma- 
terial point of view, it pays to help the helpless 
back into the ranks of the useful. 

Contributions to the Blind War Relief Fund 
may be sent to the American Trust Co. of New 
York, the president of which is subtreasurer for 
the fund.

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THE INDISPENSABLE LUXURY. 

“Smokers,” says the Frankfurter Zeitung, 
‘will have to pay one-third of the surtax now 
imposed by the Government to defray war and 
economic budgets. The following statement 
visualizes the increase in the tax: Smoking to- 
bacco, 200 Ibs., at retail formerly 300, now 600 
marks; cigars, 200 Ibs., at retail formerly 270, 
now 700 marks; cigarettes, 200 Ibs, at retail 
formerly 1000, now 2500 marks. 
“The Government calls tobacco an article of 
enjoyment that is not indispensable; and at the 
same time it so taxes that article, as it would 
not dare tax the most indispensable food stuff, 
which proves, if anything, that it Knows how 
indispensable is the article. Were it dispensable, 
the smokers would simply quit, then where 
would be the money from the tax? 

“Give an hebitue the choice between beer 
and a smoke, he will unhesitatingly prefer the 
smoke; even give him the choice between food 
and the weed; and very few will not reach for 
the pipe, cigar or cigarette. 

“We have borne with deprivation upon depri- 
vetion; few rebelled. But*now the Government 
gives a blow to the solar plexus, and twitr us 
besides by calling it a luxury. 

“This is a serious step. What, has the soldiér 
in his abominable trench life to comfort him, if 
it is not his ‘consoling pipe? What has the 
thinker at the midnight lamp tc spur on ideas, 
if it be not his tobacco; what has the business 
man to calm him in the wreck of brsiness, if It 
be not the aroma of his cigar®’—and the Govern-

OMEWHERE in Vera Cruz, or 
near it, there is a mass of old 
iron that it will be well to leave 

untouched if anybody should be so 
unfortunate as to find it.

BERLIN, May 7.—Aroused by irre- 
sponsible gossip that he was unfriendly 
to Germany and doing everything possi- 
ble to bring on war with America, Am- 
bassador Gerard has given an interview, 
printed in the National Zeitung, de- 

nouncing these reports. 


The Government, it is understood, is 
planning to take energetic steps against 
the Continental Times, a paper published 
in English here, for publishing an arti- 
cle written by Edwin Emerson, a war 
correspondent, which Gerard construes 
as saying, almost in as many words, 
that the American Ambassador and an 
American correspondent had betrayed 
‘Sir Roger Casement to the British. 


There has been a suppressed and invid- 
ious campaign of gossip and idle reports 
on for some time, to which the year’s 
crisis in German-American relations ap- 
pears to have rendered the Ambassador 
somewhat sensitive. In numerous in 
stances the unfavorable gossip as to his 
attitude and the deliberate misconstruc- 
tion of his remarks have originated with 
Americans, Acting upon instructions 
from Secretary Lansing, Gerard's efforts 
to take up the passports of Americans 
for one reason or another or refusal to 
extend passports has earned him no 
small amount of enmity from some 
Americans and German-Americans. 


Some of the reports have been so ut- 
terly absurd as to stamp them as false, 
and none are taken seriously. A _ re- 
port was spread, and even got as far 
us the Crown Princess, that Mrs. Gerard 
had taken the decoration conferred upon 
her by the Emperor, in recognition of 
her highly appreciated charitable work, 
placed it on the neck of her dog, and 
puraded the dog on Unter Den Lin- 
den. 


The fact that neither Mrs. Gerard nor 
the Ambassador has a dog was not 
taken into consideration by the person 
who started this. 


Malicious tongues have said that Mr. 
Gerard was unfriendly to Germany, that 
he was misinforr.ing President Wilson 
and using all his influence to bring on 
war. Lately, also, the campaign has tak- 
en the form of private and circular let- 
ters, none of which, however, were of 
a nature on which the Government could 
take action, there being nothing criminal 
nor slanderous. 

Stating that he did not know what 
impression Germany’s answer had made 
in Washington, as he was not sufficient- 
ly ad#ised of the views of President 
Wilsén and Secretary Lansing to be able 
to draw conclusions, Ambassador Gerard 
said: 

“However, I hope peace between Ger- 
many and America will be maintained. 
At the same time I would be pleased if 
you will state that in this crisis, as in 
the preceding ones, I have done my ut- 
most to relieve and clear up the mis- 
understandings between the two coun- 
tries. 

Not an Enemy of Germany. 

“At all times have I done everything 
in my power that a conflict between the 
Government to which I am accredited 
and the Government which I serve may 
be averted. I desire no war between 
Germany and America; I have never 
wanted such a war; I shall never desire 
it. I want to say that the accusations 
that I,am an enemy of Germany are 
absolutely false. 

“I have never done anything that 
could justify the reproach that I hated 
Germany or the German people. Pub- 
licly and privately it has been said of 
me in these last days that I am urging 
my Government to war, that no matter 
how much the German Government con- 
cedes to my Government, war is inevi- 
table, because I desire it. 

“It is said that I own an arms fac- 
tory and therefore have an interest in 
the continuation of war. Someone even 
had the audacity to write to the Crown 
Princess that my wife had taken a dec- 
oration conferred on her by the Em- 
peror, hung it on a dog’s neck and 
promenaded on Unter den Linden. 

“T am highly indignant over such 
lying reports. I want to state such 
calumny is not calculated to make 
friends. Conscious of having been en- 
tirely proper and correct in my capac- 
ity in Berlin, I feel these charges de»p- 
ly, because I know that without having 
given even the shadow of a cause, the 
opinion that I am an enemy of the 
Germans prevails far and wide in Ber 


lin. 


Ambassador Gerard declared that the 
Imperial Government is well aware that 
he had done everything within the lim- 
its of his power for the maintenance of 
peace between the two countries. 

“My political importance appears to 
be greatly overestimated,’’ he said. “‘As 
a matter of fact, I am only the ser- 
vant of my Government. I receive in- 
structions, have to carry out those in- 
structions and report on them, but I 
have no decisive role to play.” 

On the evening he dolivered President 
Wilson's note, accompanied by the same 
American correspondent attacked in Em- 
erson’s article yesterday, Ambassador 
Gerard went to ‘n+ office of an organ- 
ization known ‘as the League of Truth, 
humerous members of which are said to 
be Americans. A man named Marten, 
who contends he ts an American, but is 
said to be a German, is the organizer. 
According to the Ambasgador, he re- 
cently threatened to print in the league 
publication certain but unspecified things 
about Gerard. 

Gerard, it appears, jocularly or in 
earnest, said he would “burn up the 


Under-Secretary Zimmerman lunched 
with the Ambassador, expressed regret 
at the article and promised action 
against the paper. Dr. Zimmerman stat- 
ed that such reports, gossip and innuen- 
does were most regrettable, but that 
it was difficult for the Government to 
proceed because of lack of legal ground 
and that it was impossible to stop people 
talking.
